We constantly hear 
rumors of the mysterious disappearances of people 
and many such things thatare calculated to stir 
up sensations among people. 
morning, when first told that a negro woman had | 
been found dead in three miles of town, we were 
loth to believe it; but when the coroner left for 
the place with a jury, we followed on. Arriying 
at Mr. James Newsome’s, on the Mallorysville 
road, we found that about a dozen whites and the 
same number of colored people bad gathered. The 
house in which the dead woman, Jane Giddings, 
had lived, is situated fifty yards from the road 
anda hundred yardg on the ‘other side of Mr 4 
Newsome’s house, and it is evident the struggle 
took place outside, as here two large rocks and. @ } 
short rail were found with considerable bloed} 
on them.
